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amendment to the Charter, authorizing the 
oitj to levy a specific tax, of tea or fifteen 
oents per front foot, npon all property 
fronting streets where the water pipes arc 
laid, and an ad valorem tax upon the 
buildings, merchandise, furniture, and 
other personal property in 6aid district, 
sufficient to pay the interest on the bonds 
and the running expenses of the works. 

There can be no doubt that the feot of 
pipes being laid in front of a vacant lot 
enhances its value sufficiently to enable it 
to boar the specific lax named, and persons 
who have their buildings and merchandise, 
furniture and other personal property 
protected from fire, cannot reasonably 
complain if they are required to pay for it. 

If this plan nhonld be adopted, wherever 
water is introduced into any property, the 
taxes upon that piece of property should be 
credited by the water rent paid. The effect 
of this system would be to causo the water 
to be introduced into nearly every dwelling- 
house, store, shop and manufacturing es- 
tablishment within the water district. For 
when it becomes generally known that it 
ooels no more to have water than to do 
without if, there are very few, we presume, 
who would not take it. 

After the water shall be generally faken, 
such is the capacity of the works and the 
eoonomy with which they have been built, 
that a very low tariff of charges will not 
only pay the interest on the water bonds 
and running expenses, but will create a 
sinking fund out of whioh the bonds them* 
selves oan be retired long before maturity, 
and relieve our eitisens entirely from all 
taxation on aooount of the water works. 

It is not expeoted this plan will give 
universal satisfaction, for it is almost im- 
possible to establish any general rule of 
taxation whioh will bear equally upon ai'; 
still we know of no system that will more 
nearly approximate equality than tho one 
proposed. 

The city of Louisville has issued bonds to 
the amount of $956,000 00 to build the 
water works The interest on these bonds 
has to be paid, ei'her by direot taxation or 
from the earnings of the works. The 
works oannot earn a revenue unless our 
citizens take the water. If the water is 
generally t<iken, we repeat, the reveaue de- 
rived from the water rents will pay the 
interest; and >f it is not generally taken, 
then the interest must continue to 
be paid by direct taxation. The least 
that ought to bo done, in our opinion, 
is, to make the extension of tho pipes 
general, and plaoe the water within the 
reach of every property holder, and leave 
it optionary with him to receive water for 
the taxes he pays, or continue to pay his 
taxes and do without water, as he may 
eleot. The works belong to our oititens. 
It is for them to patroniza them and be en- 
tirely relieved of taxes, or refuse to pat- 
ronize them and continue to pay the taxes, 
as heretofore, without deriving any benefit 
from them. 

We hope these suggestions will have the 
earnest attention of the Council; that in 
dealing with the Water-Works they will 
not forget they belong alreeBt entirely to 
the otly. and that every facility they can 
afford to extend the epera’ions of these 
works adds so much U) the wealth and 
prosperity of the whole city. 

In the management of this enterprise an 
especial eye has been had to steering clear 
of pecuniary involvements; and we have so 
far succeeded that to>day, as will be seen 
by the Seore'ary’s Report, the Company 
have ample meafis to pay every dollar they 
owe. 

We herewith refer you to the Engineer’s 
Report, to show the condition of the works, 
and to the Secretary’s Report, for an exhibit 
of the finances of the Company.

In England, public attention is exclu- 
sively directed to the transformation of the 
Bavy. The Government and the nation de 
sire, at any prioe, to maintain their mari- 
time supreraaoj; but they will endeavor in 
vain. It will be no longer possible for them 
to seoure their ooaat against invasion. A 
squadron of iron plated ships, armed with 
cannon sufficiently powerful to swoop the 
shore to a distance of several kilometres, 
will always permit a landing to be effeoted, 
particularly if the hostile power be near 
enough to be able to ohoose its time, and 
if the atmospherio conditions leave a smooth 
sea for thirty or forty hours. This is the 
principal cause of our neighbor’s anxiety. 
They know that the part of their territory 
situated opposite Franoe presents in gen- 
eral a safe landing plaoe; that it is of easy 
acoesa; and they know, likewise, that a 
squadron which would cross the channel has 
ten chances to one of not meeting a fleet in 
its passage oapable of stopping it. We 
trust that the terrible struggle to whioh we 
allude W'll not take pises between Franoe 
and England. These two countries have 
too many interests in oommon not to com- 
prehend that a durable peaoe is neoessary 
for both of them. But the future is full of 
uncertainty, and we will not consider it a 
crime in the English to be uneasy, and to 
endeavor by preventive means to divert, if 
possible, the misfortunes whioh might oo- 
our. We oannot say whether, independently 
of a descent, an iron fleet will restore to 
Great Britain the unbounded oonfidenoe she 
formerly reposed in her navy. Even iu 
England doubts appear to be entertained ou 
that subject, and we oan perceive through 
the proud declarations of the British papers 
expressions of sorrow — sighs rapidly sap- 
pressed, which prove the oonfusion whioh 
prevails in public opinion.

Oritical Situation of the Rebels in 
Tennessee and North Alabama.

[From the Atlanta (Oa.) Confederacy, April 19.] 

We are informed, and believe the inform- 
ation to be correct, that the enemy’s cavalry 
have advanced southwards from Huntsville, 
have crossed the Tennessee river at the ex 
treme southward point of that stream in 
Alabama, and are now at Hunter’s Landing. 
This is within forty or fifty miles of Gads- 
den, on tbe Coosa river, whioh distance 
they oan travel in one day, and out off the 
passage of any more steamboats up to 
Rome ; nay, they might seize a few boats | 
and pass up the river to Rome, and take 
the city, burn down onr founderies, whioh 
are rapidly turning out cannon and email 
arms, and do whatever mischief they 
pleased. 

Gunter’s Landing, by a direot route 
through De Kalb and Cherokee oounties, 
Alabama, along a fine road for travel, is 
only eighty miles from Rome The enemy’s 
oavalry oould pass this oountry in two days 
and burn our founderies in Rome. They oould 
at that point and at Kingston oolleot enough 
engines and oars to prooeed upon the road 
with an armed foroe to protect them in burn- 
ing the bridges, and be exposed to none of 
the difficulties that the engine stealers met 
with a few days ago; or, they oould ap 
proaoh and burn the bridges from Rome 
through the oountry. With those bridges 
burned Kirby Smith, who is understood to 
be advaooing on liuntsviller would be cut 
off from reinforoements or retreat. East 
Tennessee . and our foroea at Knoxville, 
Greenville and Cumberland Gap, with all 
Western Virginia, would be exposed in the 
same manner we pointed out in comment- 
ing ou the oonsequenoes, had the engine 
thieves been successful. 

Appealing to the government, the Con* 
federaoy continues : 

Wo should like to know if our Govern- 
ment has ever thought of this feature of 
tbe war? H a ve those who have oharge of suoh 
matters, and wheae business it is to attend 
to them, ever contemplated the programme 
here developed as a possible oontingenoy? 
We see thet they are not ready to meet it — 
at least we judge so. Where is the foroe 
to meet and repel this demonstration? What 
adequate provision had been made to pro 
teot the State bridges on the State road? 
We know of none exoept a single guard of 
one or two men at eaoh bridge who oould 
not resist any attaok in fares. That daring 
attempt to burn the bridges by the engine 
thieves was not entirely praotioable, and 
would have succeeded but for the two mis- 
calculations we mentioned. 

We now ask is Rome, with it founderies, 
safe? Is the State read and its bridges 
safe? What foroe have we anywhere witkin 
call or striking distance to prevent the ap- 
proach of the enemy to that plaoe ia the 
West? We are no alarmists. We have no 
ambition to get up sensations.

Steam Engines on Common Roads in 
South America. 

In 1851 two of Boy dell’s traction locomo- 
tives for common road« were imparted into 
Venexuela by Messrs WilletsnJ Los Cases, 
who had obtained a grant for the exclusive 
u«e of such engines on all the roads of the 
Republic for leu years. Eaoh engine 
weighed eleven tuQB, aud had oylindors of 
seven inch diameter and twenty inch stroke. 
The great peculiarity of these engines con- 
sists in each having two large driving wheels, 
whioh oarry an adjustable endless jointed 
railway. 

On the Venezuela engines each driving 
wheel is six feet in diameter, and there are 
two small steering wheels in font Tho 
large driving wheel was furnished with 
sixty-six teeth on an inner rim, and it re- 
ceived its motion from the platen through 
pinion gearing similar to that of several 
engines for oomtnon roads which have been 
illustrated in the 8oientifio Amerioan. The 
parts of the two engines were put together 
at Laguayra, and their route was to Carso - 
cas, distant only seven miles in a straight 
line, but twenty- seven mites by the wild, 
orooked mountain road whioh rises one foot 
in seven, and attains a total elevation of 
seven thousand feet. 

We have been informed by a gentleman 
from Venezuela (hat these engines traveled 
up this steep road, drawing several oars 
with perfeot safety, and yet it is a danger- 
ous pathway fur single horse carriages, as 
it is so Darrow in some places that there is 
soarcely a foot to spare between the path- 
way and the precipices one thousand feet in 
depth. The people of Caraooai were as- 
tonished when they beheld these engines

There 
is a niohe in the temple of fame, a niche 
near to Washington, whioh should be occu- 
pied by tbe statue of him who shall save his 
oountry. Mr. Linooln has a mighty desti- 
ny. It is for him, if he will, to step into 
that niohe. It is for him to be but a Presi- 
dent of the people of the United 8tates, end 
there will his statue be it is in his power 
to- oooupy a piaee next to Washington — 
the founder and preserver Bide by side.”

XXAVIIth Congress — First Session. 

Washington, April 8Ql — Senate — Mr. 
Harris presented a memorial from the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of New York, on the sys- 
tem of taxation. 

Mr. Wade, from the Committee on the 
conduct of the war. made a report in rela 
tion to the barbarous treatment of our sol- 
diers at Manassas. The report was ordered 
to be printed. 

On motion of Mr. Wade, the Homestead 
bill was taken up 

Mr. Carlisle offered a substitute for the 
bill whioh was postponed till to morrow. 
Mr. Nesmith introduced a bill to amend the 
act of 1851 for a military hospital fer inva- 
lid soldiers. 

Mr. Powell’s resolution oalling en the 
Secretary of State for information consum- 
ing the arrest of persons in the State of 
Ken tacky, was taken up 

Mr. P owell said he had been muoh an- 
noyed at the opposition to this resolution 
The substitute offered by the Senator from 
Mass, (Mr. Sumner) was merely an at- 
tempt to avoid getting the information asked 
for. 

After some debate the morning hour ex- 
pired. The oonfiioation bill was taken up 

Messrs Wilmot and Wright spoke in its 
favor and MoDongal against it 

After further discussion, Mr. Cowan’s 
motion to refer the bill was rejeoted— 18 
againrt 22. AJjourned. 

Home— Mr. Elliott submitted two bills, 
one te oonfiecate rebel property and to pro*« 
vide for the payment of the expenses of the 
rebellion, and the other to provide for free- 
ing the slaves of all rebels who have taken 
up arms against the Government. Referred 
to the select committee. 

Mr. Wiokliffe atked leave to introduce a 
resolution of inquiry to ssoertain by what 
authority General Hunter had issued an 
order to emancipate slaves in the manner 
expressed. 

Messrs. Hutchins. Lovejoy and others 
made objections to lbs introduotion of the 
resolution. 

The resalutions reported from the Com- 
mittee on Government oomraots was taken 
up. 

Mr. Stevens's motion to lay them on 
the table was rejeoted. Yeas 17, nays 107. 

The following resolution was read. 

Reeolvtd, That the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury be requested to adjust the olaim against 
the Government for the 6,000 Hall’s oar- 
bines purchased through Simon Stevens by 
General John C. Fremont on the 6th of 
August, 1861, and afterwards delivered at 
the United StAtes arsenal at the oity of 8t 
Louis, on a basis of tbe sale of suoh arms 
to the‘Government for $12 60 each, reject- 
ing all the demands against the Government 
oa account of the purchase of said arms. 
An unsuccessful attempt was made to award 
the resolution by making it read — purchased 
from 8imon Stevens 

Mr. Fenton moved to amend the resolu- 
tion by adding: Provided that nothing here- 
in contained shall be so construed as to ex* 
onerate the government from ths payment 
of any claims arising from advances made 
in good faith, on certification mads by 
authorised officers of the government. This 
was rejeoted by a vote of 68 against 71. 

Tbe resolution as originally reported was 
adopted by 128 against 28 

The House adopted a resolution censur- 
ing Mr Cameron, by a vote of 78 against 
45 The resolution censuring Mr. Welles. 
Secretary of the Navy, was rejected— 48 
against 72. 

The House then went into Committee of 
tbe Whole on the Paoifio Railroad bill. Not 
muoh progress was mads upon it, and the 
House adjourned. 

Fortress Monroe, April 29 — The Charles, 
ton Mercury says that nine sohoonere left 
the city to run the blookade. The Guide, 
Wave, and two others were taken. The 
crew of the Guide was landed on Gibbs’ 
Island on Wednesday. On Friday they were 
seen by our piokets, and were fired upon 
under tbe supposition that they were Yan« 
kees. David Kauffer, of Angusta, was 
killed. The three other veseels were sent 
to Port Royal 

The gunboat Mount Vernon arrived from 
the blookado of Wilmington on Sunday 
night. She left there the Jamestown and 
Viotoria The Cambridge sailed hence for 
Wilmington on Sunday. The Mount Ver- 
non’s boilers are defeotive, but she will re-> 
turn to her station in a few days. 

There is but little news. 

Fort Caswell is being strengthened by the 
rebels, in expectation of an aitaek 

The schooner Kate, from Nassau, was 
captured by tbe Mount Vernon about two 
weeks ago, while attempting to ^un the 
blockade. 

Cairo, April 80. — A refugee from Mem- 
phis reports that Humboldt is oocnpid by a 
Email rebel force, engaged in throwing up 
defensive works. He brings Memphis pax 
pers of the 26’h. They contain little matter 
of interest, further than the confirmation of 
the fall of New Orleans. The Avalanche 
grumbles that the authorities suppress de- 
tails in regard to the affair. It says nothing 
bat the bare fact of its surrender is known. 
The same pipers say: The Southern people 
are fast losing all confidence in their river 
de f ensee. It is generally admitted that the 
Federal army can be no longer suooeesfully 
resisted. It also intimates a look of confi 
denes in the stability of the Southern Con- 
federacy, by advising its patrons to invest 
whatever money they have in real estate, 
while a purchase can be made for the money 
now in circulation, whioh is principally 
rebel treasury notes. The conscription law 
is rigidly inforoed. The Union men are 
secreting themselves or flying to avoid its 
operation. 

Refugees report that merchants of avowed 
secession proclivities are removing their 
goods to places of oonoealment and seoresy. 
Large numbers of families are moving 
away daily. The idea of burning the town 
is abandoned, in oonsequenos of the deter- 
mined opposition of property holdiers 

It is currently reported at Memphis that 
Besurrgard has not over 80,000 troops now 
at Corinth, and that there is no hope of his 
euooesefally resisting Halleok, who is be- 
lieved to have 200,000 men. 

As our informant left Memphis, it was re; 
ported that the rebel gunboat fleet from 
New Orleans was in sight, bound up the 
river to join Hollins’ fleet. 

A steamer, just arrived from Pittsburg, 
reports a serious skirmish between the ad- 
vance of the Federal army, 6.000 strong, 
and a large body of rebels, five miles from 
Corinth. The Federals were viotorious. No 
mention is made of the losses oneithsr side. 
The rebels took 29 prisoners. Cannonading

Justice to Ericsson. — Ii ia now more 
than fifteen years sinoe John Ericsson 
built fer the Government of the Uui'ed 
States the steamship Prinoeton. She was 
the first ship of war bailt with submerged 
propeller and machinery under the water 
line, and was eo full of important novelties 
that Dr. Lardner, who was perfeotly posted 
in the history of meohanios, declared that 
it was the most marvelous eombination 
that had ever been produced. From some 
diffioulty with Captain Stookton, who 
was charged with the superintendence of 
ibis work, it happened that Captain 
Ericsson was never paid tor it. His appli- 
cation to Congress for payment was favor- 
ably reported on at different times in 
both branches, but shared the fate of simi- 
lar applications in continual postponements 
When the Court of Claims was established. 
Capt. Ericsson presented his case before 
that tribunal. The result was a judgment 
in his favor, in whioh the Court unanimous' 
ly concurred, both on the law and the faots. 
The judgment was reported to Congress in 
a bill. That bill hss never been acted on 
in either branoh of the Legislature. Now 
that the name of Ericsson is on every lip, 
would it be impossible to render him the 
tardy ju9tioe that would be implied in the 
recognition and payment of his claim — ad- 
judged to be due by a Court whose judges 
are appointed and paid by the Government 
against whom the judgment was pro- 
nounoed ?

CAT A loyal oitizen of Hiokman, Ky., in- 
formed me on Thursday that the inhabitants 
of the northwestern portion of Tennessee 
are loyal, and anxious that the oanae of the 
Union shall prevail. They are prosecuted 
beyond aooount by the rebels, who are 
forcing them into the rebel servioe. Large 
numbers have taken refuge in the woods, 
bat n regiment of rebel troops is dstailed to 
hunt them out. My informant corroborates 
what has already been stated in reference 
to the alter rout of Beaaregard’s army at 
the first battle of Pittsburg. After the final 
and victorious charge of onr troops, the 
rebele fled in the most complete oonfusion. 
It was a stampede second only to Ball Ran. 
Beauregard, fearing pursnit by onr army, 
tried in vain to rally his demoralised throng, 
and even the announcement that Gen. Van 
Dorn had just arrived with 10,000 fresh 
troops was not enough to check them in 
their wild flight.
